Government Predicts Record-Breaking

The «enate last Wednesday adopted 


the conference report on the food con 
trol bill, the" measure was signed by 
Speaker Clark and President ^Wilson, 
and Is now the law of the land, a 'law 
conferring: on the president tremen- 
dous powers over the food' and fuel 
supplies of the country, and designed 


Sixty-six: senators voted for' the bill 
and seven against It. Those who per- 
sisted in their obstructionist tactics to 
the end were France/ Qronna, Hollis, 
Hardwick, La Follette, Penrose and 
Ree'd. 
Sherman uand Gore both'were 


paired against the bill.

The law contains drastic prohibi- 


tion provisions. 
Thirty days after the 


date of its approval it will be- unlaw- 
ful to use foodstuffs "in the manufac- 
ture of distilled beverages or to iin 
port distilled spirits for beverage pur- 
poses, and the president will be em- 
powered to commandeer" for military 
pmposes distilled liquors now held in 
bond and to regulate or restrict the 
use of; foods In the manufacture of 
wine and beer. 


The senate also adopted the con- 


ference report on the food survey bill, 
designed to stimulate production and 
to give the country information on 
food resources, and thus the adminis- 
tration's food control program was at 
'ast completed 


Coal Prices and Profits. 


Coal prices are causing a great stir, 


especially in the Middle West, and in 
Illinois the btate council of defense 
advised Governor Lowden to seize thd 
mines because the operators would 
not sell at what was considered a 
reasonable profit. 
The governors and 


defense councils of 15 Middle West 
States were asked to meet in Chicago 
to confer on relief measures. 


President Wilson last week made a 


personal visit to the federal ..trade 
commission and the department of 
justice to urge the hastening of ac 
tion to curb high prices, and made it 
evident that he intends to do every- 
thing m his power to stop the exact- 
ing of exorbitant profits 
The war 


industries board followed up this by 
jinnouncmg that American producers 
selling war necessities to America's 
.lilies would be permitted to make 
only reasonable profits, prowded that 
the allies must reciprocate in selling 
to the United States nnd to one an- 
other. 
The president, moreover, has 


said that the prices to the public must 
be made the same as to the govern- 
ment. 


Record-Breaking Corn Crop. 


Cheering news came out of the de- 


partment of agriculture in the form 
of the August crop-report, which in-" 
dicates a corn crop of 3,101,000,000 
bushels, the largest in the history of 
the country. The prospects improved 
during July to the extent of 66,000,000 
bushels, nnd general rains over the 


^ corn belt since the reception of the 


data on jwhlch the report is based en- 
hance still further the expectations of 
the farmers 
The oats yield also will 


be a record breaker, but the report 
on wheat Is a bit disappointing. The 
government already has under way n 
campaign for the raising next season 
of a crop of more than a billion bush- 
els of wheat and 88,000,000 bushels of 
rye. The f*od control law authorizes 
the fixing •if *nlr prices for wheat and. 
the sale ^>y the government to the 


farmers of nitrate of soda from Chi e 
to be used as fertilizer. , Every state 
Is asked to plant as large an acreage 
In .wheat and rye as Is possible with- 
out 
_ upsetting proper farm practice. 


The experts in Washington say that 
while fertilizer may be scarce, there 
will be no shortage of seed, farm ma- 
chinery or transportation facilities. 


On Thursday Provost Marshal Gen- 


eneral Crowder issued tbe regulations 
for calling the National army to "the 
colors. The first 200,000 are to be 
called Tip to September 1 and sent to 
cantonment camps by September 5. 
The government wishes the first day 
of the mobilization appropriately cele- 
brated throughout the country in or- 
der that the clti/en soldiers may be 
fittingly honored 


Some Antidraft Riots. 


Taking the country as a whole, the 


"exemption boards are having mighty 
little trouble m oarrjing out th~ir du- 
ties in the drafting of the National 
army. Part of Oklahoma and some 
districts in the Southeast, however, 
are glaring exceptions to this rule. 
Serious riots .have occurred and bands 
of diaft reslsters have armed them- 
selves and'taken to the woods. But

General Kornilofl, 
who succeeded Brussiloff as generalis- 
simo, says the first stage of the war is 
over and the second stage has opened, 
and intimates th&t the Russian armies 
will yet give an excellent account of 
themselves if British and French^ offi- 
cers are sent to help drill the 'mil- 
lions of men under arms. They will 
need this help, he says, If they mast 
meet the massed Germans instead of 
the comparatively weak Austnans. 


On the Western Front. 


Activities in Flanders during the 


week indicated that the allies were 
following their usual course—attack, 
consolidation of positions won, and 
preparations for another attack. The 
heavy rams hampered operations con- 
siderably, but the British made many 
ticnch inids and toward the end of 
the week their artillery fire increased 
to n tremendous volume. Meanwhile, 
the Canadian troops pushed up close 
to Lens and had that important coal 
center nearly surrounded. 


The German resistance in the coastal 


region is powerful, for the command- 
ers of course realize how dangerous to 
them Is the tuining movement. Along 
the Chemm des Dames the crown 
prince continued his attacks, all of 
which were beaten off by the Indomit- 
able Frenchmen.

In England is another big contingent

PROPER HANDLING OF CREAM

There Are Son^e Mechanical Feature! 


Which Make It Difficult to Make 


Correct T««t. 


There should be no difference in the 


bntterfat In testing the same cream 
when sweet and when sour."" There 
are some mechanical features of test- 
ing, however, which make It more dif- 
ficult to obtain a correct test of sour 
cream than of sweet. - But proper 
handling of the sample of cream will 
avoid any errors that may occur from 
these things. 


One difficulty In making a correct 


test of sour cream Is that of getting a 
representative sample. 
The souring 


of the cream tends to distribute but- 
terfat unevenly through the can or 
other container and It also becomes 
'more or less curdy and lumpy.-s These 
lumps must be broken tip and the 
bntterfat evenly distributed before a 
representative sample of cream for 
testing can be made. A good way to 
mix the cream Is to pour It from one 
container to another several times or 
to :use a wooden ladle made especially 
for the purpose. 


More care must be taken with 


soured cream to get all of the solids 
not fat dissolved by the acid when the 
latter is added. If they are not all 
dissolved, portions will be likely to 
become mixed with the butterfat In 
the neck of the bottle and make the 
fat reading too large. 


There are other mechanical 
diffi- 


culties In testing sour cream, which 
makes the process more difficult than 
with sweet cream. All can be avoided 
If care is used. 


WORMS MAKE EARTH FERTILE 


Great Promoters of VegetatioKsby Bor- 


ing, 
Perforating and' Loosening 


Soil on Surface. 


The part performed by worms In ren- 


dering the earth fertile It not gener- 
ally understood. 
Darwin estimated 


that worms, by swallowing earth for 
the sake of the vegetable matter it con- 
tains, and afterwards expelling It, 
bring to the surface as much as ten 
tons of earth per annum on an acre. 
Worms are great promoters of vege- 
tation by boring, perforating and 
oosening the soil, and rendering it per- 
vious to rains and the fibers of plants 
>y drawing straws and stalks of leaves 
and twigs Into It, and, most of all, by 
throwing up such Infinite numbers of 
.umps of earth called wormcasts, 
which form a fine manure for grain 
and grass. 
The earth without worms 


would soon become cold, hard, void of 
fermentation and consequently sterile. 
This has occurred In many cases where 
the worms have been either accident- 
ally or Intentionally destroyed, and the 
fertility of the soil thus lost has only 
>een restored when the worms had 
again collected and resumed their fer- 
tilizing work.

If you desire to control the worms 


by spraying, It will be necessary to 
keep the plants well covered with 
poison, starting quite early in the sea- 
son. 
<About three pounds of arsenate 


of lead to 50 gallons of water, with 
bordeaux mixture made at the rate 
of four pounds of copper sulphate to 
six pounds of lime is a very good spray 
for the control of tomato Insects and 
diseases.

WET MASH BEST FOR CHICKS 


Only Secret In Growing Fowls la to 


Give Them What They Really Like 


and Plenty of It. 


There is nothing a growing chick 


likes better than a nice, cool feed of 
wet mash. There Is only one secret to 
growing chicks and growing them rap- 
Idly, and that is to give them the feed 
they like and give it to them"in such 
amounts as "to satisfy the appetite and 
as often ns is- necessary. 
- 


For the first 12 weeks of the chick's 


Hfe the bird will stand considerable 
forcing, after which time the birds will 
have developed sufficient size of frame 
and strength of body with which to 
range and gather most of their own 
living. 


The following'wet mash may well be 


fed from the third week to the twelfth, 
or for such time as is necessary to pro- 
duce a good-sized broiler: Two pounds 
of bran, two pounds of cornmenl, two 
pounds of middlings, one pound of 
commercial meat scrap. 
This mash 


should be mixed with either skim milk, 
sweet milk or sonr milk. The latter is 
p»eferable.

HI. The Effect of the Reading of the 


Law. (w. 20-28; 81-38). When God's 
Word is intelligently read and under- 
stood there is bound to be an impres- 
sion made. 


1. The king rent his clothes (v. 19), 


The man who will honestly listen to 
the, reading of God's Word will, be 
brought to-his knees, for-he will be Con- 
victed of sin, and will take^the place~of 
self-abasement before the Lord.' The 
king first saw'his own sins and con- 
fessed them. It is a good sign whenj 
one sees his. own shortcomings an4 
failures, and not primarily those of 
others. -•

2. The king made Inquiry of the Lord 


through Huldah the prophetess (w. 22- 
28). His supreme motive In this in- 
quiry Was to find out whether there 
was sorae way to avert the awful Judg- 
ments-which were impending, as set 
forth in the Word of God. After all, 
the human heart instinctively turns 
from threatened woe to inquire wheth- 
er there is not a way of escape.. Along- 
side of the flaming, thundering Sinai, 
was placed the Levltical system of 
offerings. Law and grace are not far 
removed. The law becomes ourjschool- 
master to bl-ing us to Christ. Through 
Huldah the message came that <3od 
had taken account of all their sins and 
that Judgment must fall, but Josiah 
would be spared the sight of all God's 
visitation of wrath. , The penitence of 
the king turned aside God's wrath- 
from himself, but the nation would be 
obliged to suffer for its awful apostasy. 


3. The king made a covenant (vv; 81, 


32). This was to the--effect that he 
would walk in the commandments of 
the Lord. He also made the people 
stand to this covenant. He no doubt 
acted from the sincerity of his heart. 


4. Further reforms (v. "33). Josiah 


now reached out as far as the national 
boundaries, took away their abomina- 
tions and made Israel to serve the 
Lord, their God. The fact that the book 
of the law was found implies that it 
had been lost. The .way It had been 
lost "Is not definitely set forth, but nu- 
merous ways may be suggested. .The 
Bible is.a lost book to many professing" 
Christians today, maybe through lack 
of Interest in it, willful neglect or neg- 
lect through the stress of life's busi- 
ness and pleasures. May we not each 
one inquire as to whether our Bibles 
are lost?

CflACKED GRAINS FOR FOWLS 


Less Trouble to Purchase Prepared 


Feeds Where but Few Chickens 


Are Kept—Look for Qrlt; 


When one has only a few chickens, 


It Is less trouble to purchase the pre- 
pared chick feeds, but where a con- 
siderable number are reared It is 
sometimes cheaper to buy the finely 
cracked grains and mix them together. 
Some chick feeds contain a large quan- 
tity of grit and may contain grains of 
poor '.quality, so that they should be 
carefully examined and guarantee aa 
i quality secured before purchase. 


CONSTANT SUPPLY OF WATER 


Good Use Can Be Made of Tin: Can 


From- Which,Top Has.Been Melted 


—Brick Holds It Steady. 


Fresh clean water is kept before the 


chicks constantly, and Is kept clean 
by using a tin can .from which the 
top has been melted with an opening 
made In the open end" three-fourths 
inch long (high) :and one-half Inch 
wide. The can Is filled and inverted 
in a common earthen flower-pot sau- 
cer (open end downward), making an 
automatic fountain which Is raised one" 
and one-half Inches from the floor of 
the brooder or coop. If the fountain Is 
used with hens, some way must be pro- 
vided to keep the hens from knocking 
the can over. Overcome this by plac- 
ing a brick on top of the can. 


FATAL DISEASE OF TURKEYS 


Authorities Claim That Overfeeding 


and Close Confinement Are 


Causes of Blackhead. 


Some authorities claim that over- 


feeding and close confining cause the 
fatal disease of blackhead, and when 
poults are crowded In, their-feeding 
liver soon enlarges, becomes diseased- 
and death Is the only result. 
.^Various other sources are given as 
the causes of the blackhead In tup- 
keys, and the suggestion, la made that 
the youngsters be kept on new.grquhd, 
away from the other domestic'fowls, 
free from wet and dampness, and fed 
carefully so as not to weaken or strain 
their digestive organs.

months old.

The reason many hens 
go to the trees to roost Is because the 
house Is too warm for them. At least 
ten Inches of perch space should b« 
provided for the fowls, so that the?

open the house Is during the summer 
months the m'ore contented the fowl1- 
will be. .A small hole cut on the nortl' 
side of the poultry house about tvvr. 
feet off the floor and left open during 
the day and night will do a great deal 
to eool: the house down and to.remove 
any foul odors.

SUPERIOR TONICS FOR SWINE 


HOQS Are Especially Sensitive to Lack 


of Variety in Feed—Satisfactory 


Mixture Given. 


(By DR. R. H. WILLIAMS, Animal Hus- 
bandman, University of Arizona, Agri- 
cultural Experiment Station.) 
Hogs are omnlverous" animals and es- 


pecially sensitive to a lack of variety 
In .. their. feed. • Under domestication 
they make rapid growth and it Is hard- 
ly possible to supply them with suffi- 
cient quantities of all the food nutri- 
ents they require to make the most 
economical gains. On this account 
they often become restless and have 'a 
craving for certain constituents lack- 
ing in the diet. The following mixture 
has given satisfactory results: 


Charcoal, 
8 pounds; 
air-slacked 


lime, 8 pounds; common salt, 6 pounds; 
hardwood ashes, 8 pounds; powdered 
sulphur, 4 pounds; powdered blue 
stone, 2 pounds. 


These should be thoroughly mixed 


and kept In stock so that a small sup- 
ply may be before the hogs at all 
times. A low box makes a useful con- 
tainer. Such a mixture Is especially 
cheap and will return big profits in 
the v/ay of increased gains. It should 
be mentioned that-this preparation Is 
more of a tonic to keep the hogs in 
good condition rather than to safe- 
guard- them against disease. At the 
present time we have no-hog food that 
will save pigs from contracting or dy- 
ing from hog cholera. This tonic, 
however, has a beneficial effect In mak- 
ing the animals more vigorous and 
maintaining them in better condition to 
overcome the attack of diseases.

Distribution of State Road Funds to 


Townships Showing What Each 


Township Receives. 


During the next two'years $1,873,- 


470.40 will be distributed to the sec- 
ond-class townships of the State, this 
sum representing the State's share 
of the cash road tax bonus. State 
Highway Commissioner Black now 
is certifying the amounts due to the 
various townships to the Auditor 
General. 
During 1917, $929,335.20 


will be distributed, of which sum, 
$727,375 34 covers the 
bonus for 


1910 
and $201,959.86 for 1912. The 


1911 bonus amounts to $944,135.20 
which will be distributed to the town 
ships during 1918,as the law does not 
permit the distribution of the entire 
appropriation during any one year. 


The law requires that townships 


must file annual reports with the Bu- 
reau of Township Highways, of the 
State Highway Department, before 
they may receive this bonus; also, 
they must file an agreement with the 
State Highway Department, setting 
forth the purpose for which the town 
ship and State money will be spent. 
The State bonus money must be ex- 
pended for one of the following pur- 
poses: 


Buying and installing concrete, 


cast iron, or corrugated pipe and in- 
stalling concrete or stone masonry 
head walls; 
for the 
construction of 


concrete culverts and of concrete or 
of steel bridges, according to plans 
approved by the Bureau of Township 
Highways; 
for permanent grading, 


widening, or straightening roads: for 
the construction of brick, concrete, 
macadam, slag, gravel, or flinfr roads; 
for the construction of concrete, or 


concrete and stone masonry retain- 
ing walls to support roads and for 
the township's share of the cost of 
State-aid road construction. 


After 
all disbursements of 
the 


township cash road tax 'bonus fund, 
as provided by the 1917 Legislature, 
shall have been made, there still will 
remain unpaid the bonus for 
the 


years 1913 and 1914. Future Leg- 
islatures must provide for the pay- 
ment of this amount. 
Because the 


deficit was increasing so rapidly, the 
1915 
Legislature 
suspended 
the 


bonus feature until such time as all 
back amounts were paid in full to 
the townships. 


Bedford County will receive $15,- 


604.95 of the cash road tax fund due 
to the townships of the Common- 
wealth for the years 1910 and 1912. 
This amount would have been Ir- 
creased by $564.05 if the omclaia of 
Harrison township had filed a cer- 
tified copy of their treasurer's 1917 
bond with the Bureau of Township 
Highways of the State Highway De- 
partment. 


The townships which will share in 


the distribution being made this year 
are as follows, giving the balance 
due for years 1910 and 1912, added 
to this year's appropriation:
